Terhorst discussed the possibility of a 
possible tax increase in answer to ques­ 
tions after announcing that the new 
Council of Wage and Price Stability will 
be headed by presidential counselor Ken­ 
neth Rush. 
Secretary of the Treasury William E. 


Simon, a member of the new council, has 
suggested the panel might have to fix 
wage-price guidelines. But terHorst said. 
• The subject of guidelines has not come 
up yet.” 
Other members of the council are 
Secretary of Agriculture Fari Butz. 
Secretary of Commerce Frederick Dent. 
Secretary of Labor Peter Brennan. 
Director Roy Ash of the Office of 
Management and Budget, presidential 
counselor Anne Armstrong and presiden­ 
tial assistant Virginia Knauer.

Soviets not saying 
what went wrong 


MOSCOW (APi — Tass reported with 
apparent relief today that the two Soyuz 
15 cosmonauts were ‘feeling well after 
their mission was cut short and they 
were forced to make the first night land­ 
ing in the history of the Soviet space pro­ 
gram. 
Something evidently went wrong, 
though Soviet officials were not saying 
what it was. 
The flight by cosmonauts Gennady 
Sarafanov and Lev Demin lasted only 48 
hours, in contrast to the 10 days two oth­ 
er cosmonauts were up in Soyuz 14 last 
month. 
Soyuz 15 also did not link up with 
Salyut 3. the orbiting space laboratory 
that the Soyuz 14 men spent two weeks 
aboard, although initial announcements 
said Sarafanov and Demin were continu­ 
ing the work of the earlier crew. 
And the customary reference to ‘suc­ 
cessful completion of the mission 
was 
absent from the Tass report today on 
Soyuz 15. 
A further indication that something 
went wrong was the landing at night in 
what Tass said was a "difficult mete­ 
orological situation.” 
The Soviet news agency said Soyuz 15 
came down late Wednesday night in 
northern Kazakhstan, several hundred 


miles north of the usual landing area. 
Although Tass said this was the ‘•pre­ 
determined area.' 
it added: “ The 
search and recovery complex ensured in 
a difficult meteorological situation 
speedy detection of the descent module 
and the evacuation of the cosmonauts.” 
“ Medical examination carried out on 
tin* landing site has shown that 
Sarafanov and Demin are in good 
health.” it added. 
In its earlier announcement Wednes­ 
day that the flight was being terminated. 
Tass said Soyuz 15 approached the space 
lab many times but did not dock. A 
British schoolteacher who monitors 
space shots as a hobby said he observed 
the two space ships early Wednesday vis­ 
ually and the smaller — Soyuz 15 — was 
“ quite some distance ahead, meaning, of 
course, that it had overshot. " 
This aroused speculation that 
Sarafanov had exhausted his fuel reserve 
in maneuvering. 
It was also assumed that the cos­ 
monauts were testing equipment to be 
used in the joint Soviet-American space 
flight next July, in which a Soviet Soyuz 
ship and an American Apollo will join up 
in space to develop rescue procedures. 
But James C. Fletcher, administrator of 
the U. S National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, denied this.

GUAD ALAJARA. Mexico (A P) — 
Police and troops searched through 
Guadalajara and Jalisco state today for 
the 83-year-old father-in-law of Mexico's 
president and the guerrillas who kid­ 
naped him. 
Officials would not comment on a re­ 
port that the kidnapers demanded $1.6 
million and the release of “ political 
prisoners" in exchange for white-haired 
Jose Guadalupe Zuno Hernandez. 
The kidnaping on a busy street in the 
middle of the nation's second largest city 
was the most daring exploit in a long string 
of guerrilla activities in Mexico in the 


past two years. 
It put President Luis Echeverria in a 
tough spot since he has repeatedly said in 
the past year that the government would 
not negotiate with kidnapers. The guer­ 
rillas have killed several persons when 
their ransom demands were not met. 


The police and the army set up 
roadblocks at major junctions and on the 
highways leading out of Guadalajara 
after Zuno was seized at 9:30 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday a one of the city's busiest in­ 
tersections. a few blocks from the 
Jalisco state goverment headquarters. 


Witnesses said four men armed with 
pistols and submachine guns pulled the 
old man and his chauffeur from their 
car. beat the chauffeur to the ground, 
bundled Zuno into another car and sped 
away, spraying the area with tear gas. 


One report said notes left in various 
parts of the city identified the kidnapers 
as members of the People's Armed 
Revolutionary Front, which kidnaped 
U.S. Consul-General Terrance G. 
Leonhardy last year. The state govern­ 
ment denied this, but the denial was sus­ 
pect since state officials issued a false 
denial of a sim ilar report when 
Leonhardy was kidnaped. 


There was no comment from Echever­ 
ria. His wife flew to Guadalajara to be 
with her family as soon as word of the 
kidnaping reached Mexico City.

while his administration seeks to prune 
spending by other agencies in the effort to 
curb inflation. 
Ford gave wage earn ers and 
bureaucrats the same advice for dealing 
with the double-digit inflation: tighten 
your belts, “ watch every penny.” 
Administration aides said that as part 
of that belt-tightening process, the Presi­ 
dent would not resist defense spending 
cuts, which originally had drawn White 
House criticism.

Pettis County Clerk Mary Jane Wilson 
has changed her mind about letting persons 
register 
to 
vote 
immediately 
before 
elections. 
Mrs Wilson said Thursday that she now 
will register voters at any time, even after 
the registration books officially close tour 
Wednesdays before an election 
Mrs. Wilson had announced last month 
that she would not permit persons to 
register to vote after the registration books 
closed before an election 
The Pettis County League of Women 
Voters had asked Mrs. Wilson to follow the 
accepted practice of other county clerks 
and register voters within this 29-day 
period before elections, but not to put the 
new voters on the registration rolls until 
after the election 
Mrs. Wilson said the frequency of 
elections this year was one of the reasons 
she 
decided 
to 
adopt 
the 
“ open” 
registration system. “There just wasn't 
enough time between elections.” Mrs 
Wilson said 
For example, she said, voters under the 


“ closed” system would not be allowed to 
register between Thursday and Sept 24.

And then, 
she added, the books would only remain 
open from Sept. 25 to Oct 9. the fourth 
Wednesday before the Nov. 5 general 
election.

determine whether the Mclnerney tire tit 
into a pattern of other reported fires in the 
Westmoreland Country Club area in past 
years.

neighbors, obtain past 
information, look at records.' 
he said 
Wednesday Dyer began the investigation 
by talking to neighbors. 
A resident of the area told Dyer last 
month that he believed there was a definite 


pattern to fires in the area, and he 
suspected an arsonist was responsible for 
many of the fires. No signs of arson were 
found at the Mclnerney fire. 
Earlier this summer Dyer investigated a 
June 21 mobile home fire in LaMonte and 
three other blazes there which occurred 
within an eight-hour time period on July 4 
Dyer said he listed arson as the cause of all 
four fires and submitted a report to the 
prosecuting attorney's office. No charges 
have been filed 
Dyer said that while in the county 
Wednesday, he also investigated two other 
rural fires. 
One occurred Aug. 21 about four miles 
northwest of Sedalia when fire destroyed a 
one-family house owned by James Eekles 
The residents of the home. Mr and Mrs 
David Gray, were not at home at the time 
of the fire, which destroyed the building 
Damage was set at $10.000

Rain fails to help corn

Too little, too late. 


That's the consensus about the recent rains that fell in the 
Midwest. 
The experts say the moisture may help the soybean crop, 
but it's too late to do much about corn. Soybean and corn are 
two major grains used to feed dairy cows, chickens and beet 
cattle. If the price of feed goes up. so does the price of milk, 
poultry and meat. 
No one is really sure exactly how much supermarket 
prices will rise, or when the boost will hit The government 
already has upped its estimate of 1974 price increases, say­ 
ing that at the end of this year, food will cost about 15 per 
cent more than it did in 1973. Earlier, the officials estimated 
a 12 per cent jump this year. 


Americans may get a helping hand from Europe. 
Petrus Lardinois. agriculture eommissoner of the Euro­ 
pean Common Market, announced on Wednesday that the 
market will reduce purchases of U S corn and other feed 


grains by about 10 [xm- cent in the coming year, leaving a 
greater supply for Americans 
“ We think that when you have to cut back in your own con 
sumption, especially of corn, that it is normal that we try 
also to do in our agricultural policy about the same, 
said 
Lardinois. who was in Washington. D C., at the invitation of 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L Butz 
The next government crop report isn't due until Sept 11 
The last report, issued on Aug. 12. said that the corn crop 
would be about 4 97 billion bushels, 12 per cent below last 
year's harvest. 
The U S Department of Agriculture said Monday that a 
special midmonth review of the situation showed that rain 
during the first half of August “did not promote significant 
gains in corn production although soylx'ans could benefit 
from the moisture ” 
State and regional officials contacted in an Associated 
Press survey agreed, adding that the rain might help pre­ 
pare the soil for fall wheat planting 
A spokesman for the Missouri Department of Agriculture 
said farmers in 20 counties have applied for low-cost federal

NEW YORK (AP) - For 20 
years Marie Brookter has 
been struggling to open doors 
for blacks. Now she hopes to 
see the younger generation 
pass their way through these 
doors. 
“ The laws are on the books 
now. and it's time to take the 
action out of the streets and 
into the courtrooms,” says the 
native of Washington, La., 
where her parents were 
tenant farmers. Eighth of 12 
children, she was politicized 
in her teens when her cousin 
was blasted with a shotgun af­ 
ter he tried to register to vote 
in the 1952 presidential elec­ 
tion. 
“ Legally we could vote but 
actually we could not.” she 
explains. “ So we had to draw 
a line somewhere to stop 
white intim idation even 
though we knew we d be 
beaten or even killed, as my 
cousin was. Anybody would be 
frightened, but we had to take 
that chance,” adds Mrs. 
Brookter, who with Jean Cur­ 
tis has written a book about 
those two decades of political 
activity called “ Here I Am 
-Take My Hand.” 
Now a frequent lecturer on 
predominantly black college 
campuses, she deplores the 
disillusionment and apathy 
she sees in the faces of her 
listeners. 
“ Disillusionment because 
they don't feel they have 
enough power, apathy 
because they feel nothing can 
be done. But they're wrong. 
You're not always going to get 
the whole thing but as long as 
you keep inching up on it you 
will sooner or later prevail. If 
you press hard enough it’s 
going to work but you have to 
have determination.” warns 
Mrs. Brookter. whose own 
determination took her to 
Chicago at age 22 in order to 
be able to vote and to work for 
voting rights for everyone. 
Already a widow with a 3- 
year-old daughter, she got a 
fulltime job there, worked as 
a volunteer in Richard 
Daley's first mayoral cam­ 
paign and enrolled in the 
University of Chicago, from 
which she graduated in just 
four years “ by going to school 
on Saturdays as well as 
nights.” 
From there she went on to 
become a television producer, 
the first paid black staff mem­ 
ber of John F. Kennedy's 


i ’t w r n k 
turn around and bring other 
blacks in.” 
In her lectures. Mrs. Brook­ 
ter says, she always stresses 
the need for black awareness. 
Mrs. 
Brookter. whose 
daughter. Carolyn, is now a 
senior at Southern University 
in Baton Roge, La., has 
thought about running for of­ 
fice but decided against it 
“ Then I would have to work 
for a 
p a r t i c u l a r c o n ­ 
stituency.” she says. “ I think 
I can be of greater influence 
as an ambassador for my 
people all over America.”

CHATTANOOGA. Ten n . (AP) — Haifa 
do wn to wn blo ck was left in flamin g ru b­ 
ble to day after an ex p lo sio n which 
claimed at least o n e life rip p ed thro u gh a 
ghetto area — lev elin g two n ight sp o ts 
an d a chu rch., 
At least 13 o ther p erso n s were in ju red. 
“I 'm su re that it was n o t a bo mb, bu t I 
do n ’t kn o w ju st ex actly what cau sed it,” 
Fire Chief Harry Jett said o f the blast. 
“I can co n firm that they fo u n d at least 
o n e bo dy in the ru bble.’’ said Po lice Sgt. 
Ro n ald Bu rn ett. “That's all I kn o w right 
n o w.” 
The v ictim, a man . was n o t im­ 
mediately u n iden tified. 
The bo dy was disco v ered as wo rkmen 
began searchin g the ru bble o f fo u r bu ild­ 
in gs which were rav aged by fire fo llo w­ 
in g the blast. 
The early mo rn in g blast was heard 
fo u r miles away . 
A cu sto mer at a n earby restau ran t 
said the two n ight sp o ts lev eled by the 
blast were o p en fo r bu sin ess at the time. 
Erlan ger Ho sp ital said it had giv en 13 
p erso n s emergen cy treatmen t, releasin g 
all bu t o n e. 
“There was fire ev ery where.” said 
Patro lman Do n Weller, o n e o f the first at 
the scen e. “The bu ildin gs were ju st 
lev eled.” 
“There were three o r fo u r p eo p le scat­ 
tered in the street, blo wn o u t o n to the 
street, blo wn o u t o r carried o u t,” said 
Po lice Lt. Herbert Parker. 
The fire was co n tain ed to fo u r bu ild­ 
in gs bu t the flames kep t emergen cy 
wo rkers away fro m the ru bble fo r 
sev eral ho u rs. 
Fire Chief Harry Jett said the blast cu t 
a 200-fo v .t swath o f destru ctio n thro u gh 
the area. 
The blast destro y ed the Starlight 
Lo u n ge, the Cactu s Clu b, the St. Jam es 
Bap tist Chu rch an d a barber sho p . 
The ex p lo sio n sen t sp lin tered bricks 
sailin g thro u gh the area, damagin g cars 
p arked o n n earbv streets. 
The bu ildin gs hit by the blast an d fire 
were two -sto ry brick stru ctu res with 
street-lev el bu sin esses an d u p p er lev el 
ap artmen ts.

Jawo rski “has an o bligatio n to take 
whatev er actio n he sees fit ... an d that 
sho u ld in clu de an y an d all in div idu als.”

Bu rger, who se du ties in clu de co n sider­ 
in g ap p licatio n s in v o lv in g trials in the 
District o f Co lu mbia, added that “Do u bts 
abo u t the co rrectn ess o f a District Co u rt 
decisio n fix in g a trial date in these 
circu mstan ces, p articu larly after the 
Co u rt o f Ap p eals has rev iewed the m at­ 
ter ... are n o t su fficien t to fo rm a basis 
fo r co n trary actio n by an in div idu al 
circu it ju stice.”

Network s not planning liv e 
cov erage of Kniev el's jump

NEW YORK (AP) - The lat­ 
est news on live TV coverage of 
Evel Knievel’s rocket-powered 
leap over Idaho’s Snake River 
Canyon is downright grim to­ 
day. The networks don’t plan 
any live coverage. 
The Idaho Land Board held 
an 
auction 
Wednesday 
for 
rights to televise the great leap 
from state property 
on the 
north side of the canyon, where 
Knievel intends to land. It re­ 
ceived no bids. 
CBS Sports withdrew a tenta­ 
tive offer of $50,000 it had made 
^n Tuesday, lest Top Rank, 
Inc., promoter of the leap, car­ 
ry out its threat to cancel the 
whole thing if live TV coverage 
is allowed. 
Top-Rank, a New York-based 
firm which plans to show the 
jump live on closed-circuit the­ 
ater television, says it has paid 
Knievel $6 million to cover the 
leap and wants to protect its in­ 
vestment. 
Knievel has leased private 
land on the south side of the 
canyon as his take-off point, 
but Top Rank isn’t allowing 
live TV coverage from there. 


The jump is scheduled for Sun­ 
day, Sept. 8. 
Robert Wussler. head of CBS 
Sports, said discussions were 
held with Top Rank officials 
until late Tuesday night and 
early Wednesday and they reit­ 
erated their threat to cancel if 
CBS stayed in 
He said the company’s execu­ 
tives “were really getting a lot 
of heat from theater owners 
across the country and they 
had a very tender situation on 
their hands.’’ 
He said he finally decided 
Wednesday morning to pull out 
of the state bidding “ because it 
got to be a larger issue than it 
ever should have become. But 
we've had an interesting time 
in the last 48 hours.’’ 
An NBC spokesman said his 
network turned down a Top 
Rank offer which, for $25,000, 
would have let NBC film the 
leap from the takeoff point, 
provided it didn’t air the film 
until 11 p.m. that night. 
Wussier said no similar offer 
was made to CBS Sports. 
Ironically, ABC, which has 
given Knievel considerable na­ 
tional publicity, is airing a spe­ 
cial next Thursday night about 
his leap, and is handling the 


closed-circuit TV production for 
Top Rank, says it still is nego­ 
tiating with the company for 
d e 1 a y e d-showing 
television 
rights. 
Although Top Rank threatens 
massive lawsuits against any­ 
one seeking to make what it 
calls “illegal broadcasts’’ of the 
event, there is nothing to stop 
TV crews from covering it with 
long lenses from the canyon’s 
north side.

Aerial shots? No big problem 
there, even though the Federal 
Aviation Administration has put 
tight restrictions on the air­ 
space.

Increase in water rate approved 


JE F F E RS O N CITY. Mo. 
(AP) — The Missouri Public 
Service Commission has ap­ 
proved water rate increases 
for the M issouri Public 
Service Co but wants to make 
studies of the water quality. 
The increase, going into ef­ 
fect next Thursday, was ap­ 
proved Wednesday. The com­ 
pany can increase rates high 
enough to raise annual gross 
revenue from water operations 
by $225,000 
The increase will affect 
water users in Henry, St. Clair 
and Vernon counties 
The commission approved 
an agreement between the 
parties in the case calling for 
studies to be made by the 
water company on water 
quality and supply. The com­ 
pany serves the cities of Clin­ 
ton. Nevada and Osceola and 
Public Water Supply District 
No 4 of Vernon County. All 
but the city of Clinton in­ 
tervened in the case. 
Missouri Public Service Co. 


and the PSC staff are to make 
a study of the possibility of ob­ 
taining better quality water 
for Nevada and will submit 
the study to the commission 
by May 5 of next year. The 
company is to file an interim 
report on the study by Jan. 5. 
The commission will hold a 
hearing next year in Nevada 
on water quality, quality of 
service, the proposed im­ 
provements, and any rate in­ 
crease resulting from im­ 
provements. 
The PSC staff is also to con­ 
duct a study at Osceola on 
water quality, quantity, water 
pressure, and will submit its 
report to the PSC. the city and 
the company by Dec. 5. 


The company and the water 
district agreed to modify their 
contract to allow the district 
to increase its customers from 
600 to 700 and raise its daily 
water consumption from 
100,000 gallons to 120,000 
gallons. 


They also agreed that the 
district may construct its own 
supply source if the anticipat­ 
ed requirements conflict with 
service limitations of the com­ 
pany.

Soviet high school pupils 


cramming for examinations 
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By LYNNE OLS ON 
Associated Press Writer 
MOS COW (AP) — “ I haven’t 
done much of anything since 
June,” Valery said wearily. 
“ I ’ve spent all that time — well 
most of it — cramming for 
exams.” 
Like hordes of other 1974 So­ 
viet 
high 
school 
graduates. 
Valery was preparing for a cru­ 
cial series of tests, adminis­ 
tered nationwide in August, 
which determined whether he 
would be allowed to embark on 
a higher education. 
For 940,000 students, the pres­ 
sure-ridden exams in four or 
five subjects, culminating 10 
years 
of 
study, 
ended 
in 
triumph. Those students - ' 
about 20 per cent of the high 
school graduating class — were 
admitted to beginning studies 
at the Soviet Union’s 845 uni- 
. versities and institutes. 
’ 
But there were thousands of 
others who either failed or did 
not score high enough to com­ 
pete with other applicants at 
the institutions 
which 
they 
hoped to attend. 


It’s the college crunch — So­ 
viet style. 
A recent Soviet educational 
study said that on the average, 
higher schools accept one of 
three applicants, but the Ivy 
League schools of the Soviet 
Union, such as Moscow State 
University and the University 
of Leningrad, and some presti­ 
gious institutes and art schools 
have a much higher turn-down 
rate. 
For those who are not admit­ 
ted to higher schools, as the 
magazine Moskva put it, the 
experience is a “ catastrophe of 
life.” 
Soviet students start pre­ 
paring for the entrance exams 
as early as three years before 
they actually take them, the 
magazine said. 
“ They do not imagine any 
other way for themselves,” 
Moskva 
soberly 
concluded. 
“ Not all of them know what 
speciality they will study but 
they have taken the institute 
for granted. Parents hire teach­ 
ers for them who, in their opin­ 
ion, know every question usual­ 


ly asked at the entrance exam­ 
inations.” 
The exams, most of which 
are given orally over about a 
two-week period, are more im­ 
portant than the American col­ 
lege 
board 
tests 
because 
they’re the prime criterion for 
college admission. 
Komsomolskaya Pravda, a 
Soviet youth newspaper, has 
been critical of the exam proc­ 
ess, claiming it “ sometimes 
hampers the possibility to give 
an objective assessment of the 
knowledge and capability of 
young 
people 
entering 
in­ 
stitutions.” 
In an effort to overcome this 
problem, a new set of entrance 
regulations 
was 
issued 
two 
years ago demanding that stu­ 
dents’ high school grades and 
evidence of their work and 
“ conscientiousness” be taken 
more into account. 


The high school admission 
squeeze stems partly from the 
fact that the Soviet Union has 
taken such giant strides in 
making higher education, pre­ 
viously a privilege of the rich,

Excess water is eliminated 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Do the 
things we eat or drink affect our 
urine? Sometimes it is so clear, 
sometimes very cloudy. Why? 


’ 
Dear Read er — Yes. Just 
think of urine as the filtered out 
products that your body doesn’t 
need. This does not mean it is 
toxic or harmful or dirty. If you 
drink more water than you need 
the excess is filtered out of the 
I blood into the urine. The water 
in the urine is no different than 
*the rest of the water in your 
blood. Excess minerals are also 
eliminated. A good example 
here 
is 
phosphates. 
An 
increased amount of phosphates 
in the urine increases the 
cloudiness. 
Phosphates are essential to 
the 
body. 
Compounds 
of 
phosphates are the main way 
your energy 
system works. 
Excess water soluble vitamins, 
such as vitamin C, are simply 
eliminated through the kidney. 
* Urea is a compound made by 
hooking together two ammonia 
molecules. You produce more 
of that when you eat lots of 
meat or in general more protein 
than your body needs. 
Your urine is dark or clear 


mostly 
on 
the 
basis 
of 
phosphates 
and 
how 
much 
water you eliminate. If you fail 
to drink much water your urine 
will be much darker. 
People confuse urine with 
food residue from the bowel. 
Urine is clean and sterile. It is 
taken directly from your sterile 
blood. 
Food 
waste 
is 
contaminated by bacteria and 
for this reason can be harmful. 
There is a great difference. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — When I was 
pregnant five years ago I got a 
brown spot on my face. The 
doctor told me in about six 
months it would go away, but it 
never did. I started to get some 
more small ones lately. If I get 
out in the sun they get real dark 
no matter how I try to cover 
them. Please tell me what 
causes these and if there is any 
way possible to get rid of them. 
Dear Read er — Those brown 
spots are the same as feeckles. 
There are pigment-producing 
cells deep under the surface of 
your skin. The amount of 
pigment they form determines 
the darkness of your skin, 
induce 
normal 
sun tanning 
response, and even freckles. 
These cells produce pigment in 


spots in many women during 
pregnancy. Getting rid of the 
spots is the same as trying to get 
rid of freckles. Exposure to sun 
makes the area produce more 
pigment causing them to be 
more prominent just as sun 
brings out freckles. 
The best thing you can do is 
to try to cover the spot or spots 
with a good sun screen. This 
isn’t always too successful and 
of course for lots of spots or 
freckles 
it 
is 
a 
losing 
proposition. 


You should realize that these 
brown spots are not at all the 
same thing that people have in 
older years on the surface of the 
skin. Some of those are at the 
very surface and are really a 
different problem. Some of 
them can be removed by salves 
and other procedures by a 
doctor. It is not something you 
can or should do yourself. 


I guess when we learn how to 
cure or prevent freckles we will 
have the answer to the brown 
spot 
problems 
you 
have. 
Meanwhile, if you can’t resist 
the sun you can expect them to 
become 
darker 
and 
more 
noticeable. (NEA)

As a result, young people’s 
expectations that they will go 
to higher schools have risen ac­ 
cordingly. 
For the past few years, the 
Soviet Union has been trying to 
persuade some of its young 
people to opt for a job after

graduation

counterparts. Soviet youth are 
increasingly shying away from 
the blue-collar or manual jobs 
and yearn for the prestige and 
the expected good employment 
won through a higher education 
diploma. 
About half of the 4.6 million 
persons studying at higher edu­ 
cation establishments do have 
jobs, attending classes in the 
evening or by correspondence. 
By Soviet law, they are given 
time off from their jobs to 
study and take examinations. 
Of the 845 higher education 
institutions, only 62 are univer­ 
sities, a third not more than 10 
years old. The remainder are 
highly 
specialized 
institutes, 
which concentrate on one of 
hundreds of fields, from me­ 
chanical engineering to lan­ 
guages to cinematography. 
But even the universities are 
professional schools by Ameri­ 
can standards. With strong em­ 
phasis on sciences and tech­ 
nology rather than on general 
and 
broad 
scholarship 
and 
learning. 
The intense desire for higher 
education has spawned a wide 
variety of abuses in the appli­ 
cation procedure. The Soviet 
press is constantly critical of 
the use of political power and 
connections by parents to gain 
special privileges for their chil­ 
dren. 
Because tuition and dormito­ 
ry lodging are free, students 
aren’t hampered as much by fi­ 
nances in getting an education 
in the Soviet Union as they are 
in some countries. 


About 75 per cent also re­ 
ceive a government stipend, 
ranging from 40 rubles up­ 
wards, but in most caes, it’s 
not enough to cover all ex­ 
penses. Most students still re­ 
ceive money and food packages 
from their parents. 


Despite official Soviet insist­ 
ence that education is equally 
available to all, the majority of 
higher education students are 
children of white-collar workers 
made up 59.6 per cent of the 
total number of students, de­ 
spite the fact that group com­ 
prises only about 21 per cent of 
the population.

up its demand for an addi­ 
tional. 2 per cent wage in­ 
crease. 
The school board gave 
leaves of absence to three 
teachers who want to serve 
full-time as officers of the un­ 
ion. 
A month-long teachers' 
strike last spring was ended 
by an agreement on an 8 per 
cent wage increase, plus 
another 2 per cent if the voters 
approved an increase in the 
school tax. The levy was de­ 
feated but a half-cent city 
sales tax for the benefit of the 
schools was approved 
After the school board said 
it would spend the sales tax 
money on other things and not 
give the 2 per cent increase, 
Norman B. Hudson, president 
of the te a ch e rs ’ union, 
threatened to strike for the 
raise, then promised to sue. 
Under the leave of absence 
'agreement. Hudson and two 
associates will continue as 
employes of the school district 
but it will be reimbursed for 
their salaries. The agreement

Egypt is good cash customer of American farmers

W ASHINGTO N 
(AP) - 
Egypt is turning into a top 
cash customer of American 
farmers and may buy more 
than $500 million worth of 
commodities this fiscal year, 
about double its purchases in 
1972-73. says an Agriculture 
Department analyst. 
John B. Parker of the de- 
p a r t m e n t ' s E c o n o m i c 
Research Service said in a re­ 
port Tuesday that Egypt is 
heavily dependent on imports 
for food and that purchases 
will increase in the future. 


Wheat and flour accounted 
for $130 million, or nearly half 
of E g y p t ' s total farm 
purchases of $264 million from 
the United States in the year 
ended last June 30. Parker 
said. Corn and tallow also 
gained. 
Although Egypt has mainly 
been a cash customer—only a 
trickle of U.S. credit has been 
available since the 1967 
Mideast war—recent develop­ 
ments point to renewed farm 
sales under the Food for 
Peace program. 
Earlier this year a new 
Food for Peace agreement 


was signed to enable Egypt to 
buy $10 million worth of U.S. 
•tobacco. Then on Aug 
14, 
President Ford signed an or­ 
der clearing the way for ad­ 
ding 100.000 metric tons of 
wheat— about 3.7 million 
bushels—to the credit ar­ 
rangement. 
But Rep. Bill Gunter. D- 
Fla., has asked the House 
Agriculture Committee to 
hold a hearing on the credit 
plan for Egypt to buy wheat, 
saying that “ justification for 
the sale should be made in 
public" and to Congress. 
But a hearing is “ highly un­ 


likely" since only emergency 
matters are expected to be 
taken up by the committee 
when Congress goes back to 
work next month. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite crop losses from late 
planting

spring

drought this summer, farmers 
are headed for their second- 
best income year on record, 
says the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. . 
In 1974. USDA said Tuesday, 
net farming may total $26.5 bil­ 
lion. Although down sharply 
from 1973's record of $32.2 bii- 


lion. the new estimate is 5 to 10

than 
some 
analysts were saying a few 
months ago. 
At that time, the department 
was counting on huge wheat 
and corn crops and generally 
lower prices for some key com­ 
modities. 
But drought and other diffi­ 
culties have reduced yields, re­ 
sulting in higher prices. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Agri­ 
culture Secretary Earl L. Butz

wheat, cotton, and feed grains 


producers will have no govern­ 
ment acreage restrictions in 
1975. the second straight year 
for wide-open production 
But wheat farmers may not

“ The assessment is based on 
reports that most areas have

Alas, NEISS ev en found that one 
child fell out of a rocking chair and 
onto his toy chest.

Sa igon’s ^justice’ 
corrupt, dila tory

WASHINGTON — R um ors of injustice 
and corruption in Saigon ha v e alway s been 
rife, but only rarely do secret docum ents 
from South V ietna m ’s own lea ders confirm 
the ex istence of such sordid conditions. 


The docum ents, directly from the files of 
Prem ier Tran Thien K hiem , show that 
prisoners w ere held without trial for up to 
fiv e y ears and that others w ere a cquitted 
but remained locked up. 


In 
cla ssified 
m em os 
begging 
his 
m inisters of justice and interior and the 
national police chief to discipline their 
underlings, the prem ier, a reputedly decent 
m a n, a dmits such horrors ex ist. 


“ Persons hav e been indicted and held for 
ex ceedingly long periods of tim e without 
being brought to tria l,” K hiem said. There 
are 
“ 19 1 
prisoners...in 
Chau 
Doc 
re­ 
educa tion center; many ha v e been held for 
tw o to fiv e y ears without tria l.” 


Som e suspects, including a “ peasant 
wom a n from Ba X uy en” w ere held without 
tria l, then transferred to another camp 
where “ they w ere v irtually forgotten.” 
Ev entua lly , they w ere found not guilty . 


But ev en those prov en guiltless may 
languish in prison, K hiem com pla ined. 
“ After being acquitted or giv en suspended 
sentences (v ictim s) were nonetheless held 
in prison (in) An Xuy en and Chau D oc 
prov inces.” Som e of these a buses, wrote 
K hiem , can be elim ina ted if “ dishonest 
officia ls” are fired. 


In a three-point program, the prem ier 
urges his interior, justice and national 
police a ides to accord suspects their rights 
and com e down on recalcitrant police who 
“ decrea se the honor of the national police 
forces and prestige of the gov ernm ent.” 


Footnote: In fa irness, it should be said 
tha t the police and the prison sy stem in 
North Vietnam a re worse. In our v isits to

Boorstin, director of the Smithsonian 


M useum of History & Technology , used 
tw o of the m useum ’s historian researchers, 
P eter Marzio and Louis Gorr. to work on 
the book. They alterna tely shared the 
duties ov er a three-y ear period. Their 
sa la ries, while on the project, tota led more 
than $35,000. 


Boorstin’s personal secretary a lso helped 
the enterprising prize winner. She ty ped 
away on his handwritten manuscript for 
the better part of a y ear. In a ddition, som e 
$15,000 in federal funds were spent to 
conv ert a conference room into a priv ate 
library for the prestigious author. 


Boorstin conceded 
that

of his 
roy alties will be used to reim burse the U . 
S. treasury . He told 
my 
reporter Ed 
Tropeano that he div ided his work day 
betw een his book and m useum m a tters, 
and that his project had the approv al of the 
Smithsonian.

Th e r e is a c e r t a i n 
abomination that is used in 
connection with not opening 
four-card majors. It is what is 
popularly called the short 
club. This is not to be con­ 
fused with the artificial club 
systems like the Vanderbilt, 
the Neapolitan and the Preci­ 
sion. It is just a sort of non­ 
descript club opening, with 
three small or a doubleton. 
South can make a grand 
slam in hearts, if he just pulls 
one round of trumps and then 
crossruffs. Six hearts will 
make if he takes two rounds 
of trumps. If he pulls all 
East’s trumps, he will hold 
himself to five.

However, South never 
opened four-card majors. 
Most five-card majorites 
would make an exception and 
open one heart, but South was 
going to rise and fall with a 
silly short club. 
Everything might have 
been fine if good old West 
hand’t stuck in a nonvulnera- 
ble four-spade bid.
